DENVER, Oct. 15,-Acoording to the 


latest advices from Meeker, which is 
located ninety mile* from the nearest 
telegraph office, the three men who were 
killed after robbing the bank had not 
beon identified. The one who lived two 
hours after being shot gave names which 
tit believed to be fictitious. 


It is believed one of the robbers was 


Thomas McCarthy who participated in 
the bank robberies at Tellorie and at 
Delta. The dead are said to be Charles 
Jones, 45, leader of the bandits, who was 
hot through the lungs and chest; William 
Smith, robber, aged 21, chest riddled with 
bullets; George Harris, robber, 35, shot 
through the lungs. The wounded right 
game warden, Clark, has a ballet in his 
breast but his injury is not fatal. Three 
others have minor wounds. 


The robbery was ope of the most daring 


ever perpetrated in the west, occurring 
M It did in broad daylight at • time 
whe» twenty or thirty people were in 
plain sight. Clerk Rooney of the Meeker 
hotel had slipped into the bank, which 
Is located in a general merchantile store 
to make a deposit and at the time stood 
talking to the assistant cashier. As he 
turned to leave he ielta hand upon his 
shoulder and turned to look in the muz- 
tie of a revolver and hear the command 
••hands up." 


At the same Instant two shots caused 


two bullets to whiz past the head of the 
assistant cashier, who threw op his hands, 
lleantime two other robbers covered the 
crowd in the store, compelling them to 
assemble in the centre of the room and 
thus both doorways were guarded. 


Then the robbers compelled Cashier 


Moulton to open the safe at the point of a 
revolve! and the contents, $7000, were 
emptied into a sack. Not a word was 
•poken, the robbers moving with a delib 
erationthat was astounding under the 
circumstances. 
They quietly gathered 


up all the firearms and cartridges about 
the place, when they had finished, and 
Baying their horses were hitched outside 
and for their own sake they would re- 
quest all to go outside with them. 


The crowd filed through the doorway, 


the robbers following. The robbers wer 
Hot aware the place was surrounded till 
they got out. When outside the crowd 
immediately broke and rushed tor cover. 
The citizens had been warned by the first 
Shots in the store and armed to the teeth, 
they surrounded the bank to wait the ap- 
pearance of the robbers. 


Game Warden, Clark saw three horses 


•t the rear door and surmised the robbers 
would take that route. 
He stationed 


himself with others near the back door- 
riot neglecting to keep the front wel 
watched. 


When the robbers realized they were 


cornered Charles Jones raised his rifle to 
fire at Clark. Then the bandits were 
commanded to hold up their hands, but 
answered with a fusilade. 
Shots rang 


out from a dozen different directions and 
Smith and Jones fell, literally riddled 
\\ithbullets, killed in the act of firing. 
U arris, who 
was mortally wounded, 


clutched bis revolver and continued shoot* 
ing till he fell. 


The dead were removed to the under- 


takers. An inquest was held and the ver- 
dict was justifiable homicide. The money 
was all recovered.

It is an insult, said the speaker, to ask 


intelligent workmen to take a, 63-cent 
dollar for their work. The trouble dur- 
ing the past three years has not been 
with the currency, but because the gov- 
ernment has not had sufficient revenue to 
pay its bills. There is money enough if it 
can only be brought out from its biding 
places. But we do not want cheap money. 
A bank note without the backing of the 
United States is worthless and a silver 
dollar may look as beautiful as the de- 
signer can make it, but unless the coin 
has the stamp and guarantee of the gov- 
ernment behind it, it is worth only the 
market value of the silver in the dollar, 
which today is about 63 cents. Fiat money 
was not popular during the war, neither 
was it in the year 1875, and it will be de- 
cisively condemned by the intelligence of 
this country on election day. Repudia- 
tion, dishonesty, bad faith, either in pri- 
vate or public business, do not pay and 
are un-American. 


Senator 


Senator Lodge came onto the platform 


at 9.15 o'clock amid a perfect ovation of 
cheers and hand-clapping. 
A Williams' 


yell followed by a tiger for Lodge was 
part of the demonstration. 
After the 


glee club Bung "Slide Maginty," Chair- 
man Wright introduced Mr. Lodge as a 
''scholar and statesman," and the sena- 
tor arose while the whoie audience ap- 
plauded. 


After saying that he was a little late 


because the train was late, he came at 
once to the money question and made the' 
following telling points : 


If more money is to be had, it should be 


good money ; there was once plenty of 
confederate money and even depreciated 
wampum ; but no one wanted it ; it did 
not help business ; people wanting more 
money want wealth and riches,— not a 
cheap dollar but one tbat will buy most. 


The man who votes for free silver must 


vote for fiee trade also; four yours ago the 
Democrats advocated free-trade to make 
prices lower and make a dollar worth 
more; now they advocate free uilver be- 
cause the dollar is too dear— buys too 
much, and they propose today to wake 
the dollar cheaper; herein is a contradic- 
tion, yet both principles are in the Demo- 
cratic platform; the laboring man can't 
be made rich by free-trade to lower prices 
and free silver to raise prices at one and 
the same time. 


The Democrats in 1882 found the coun- 


try in good condition and tbat party with 
its best men in it brought on ruinous 
times; what would occur now if that 
party with the best men out of it should 
have control another four years with both 
free trade and free silver for its princi- 
ples? 


If the Democrats were to coin more 


silver dollars of half the value of gold dol. 
lore, oue of two things would happen, 
either gold would go to a premium and 
so disappear; or silver would become 
worth 16 to 1 of gold or $1.29 an ounce; 
but silver will not be worth fl.29 an 
ounce for tbe government does not buy it 
at that figure, but only puts a stamp on 
it; it will be worth its bullion value; today 
the 50-cent dollar is only good because Of 
the government's promise to redeem it in 
gold. 


There is no bimetalism in any c untry 


today except gold countries; elet whore 
gold has all been driven out as in Mexico; 
tbe two metals do not stay at a parity of 
16 to 1, but at their bullion value. 


Free coinage would make our $600,000,- 


000 in gold leave us; free*coinage of cheap 
dollars could not be fast enough to fill its 
place for years; contraction would follow 
and a terrible money panic w ould result 
with our national credit gone. Even Sen- 
ator Teller admits that it would take 
twenty years to reach prosperous times. 


There is money enough in the country to 


day; 
$1 more per capita than in 1873; but 


it is locked up; business is frightened; 
men will not invest; the great factor of 
confidence is wanting; credit is down; 
these conditions explain the bard times; 
elect McKinley and a Republican con- 
gress and there will come a revival of 
confidence and good times. 
Business 


confidence is the remedy the Republican 
party offers. 


Senator Lodge's peroration in descrip- 


tion of McKinley and the better times 
for which the nation was waiting was a 
splendid 
effort. Every sentence 
was 


greeted with cheers. He s»id he would 
not promise a millenium but he would 
promise better times, business confidence, 
sufficient revenue for the government and 
protection and a sound dollar (or labor- 
ing men. 


The Glee club sang another song while 


the audience seemed sorry to have to 
leave. The speakers of the evening were 
introduced to those who cared to meet 
them, and one of the most successful ral- 
lies in the history of the Republican party 
of North Adams was over.

He May Profit at Labor's 


Expense. 


A SELFISH PBOPOSITION. 


Farm Products Fall When La- 


bor Is Poor. 


Free Silver Will Work the P.nln of Farm- 


er and Workman Alike—Frightful De- 
Btruction of Valnes Which Would Fol- 
low Hie Free Coinage at Silver—The 
Sufferers From It. 
The frightful defitmction of values 


which the silver basis would cause in 
all property -which bears a fixed rate of 
interest or dividend would reduce many 
thousands of tho people to comparative [ 
poverty. The moderate savings of the 
industrial classes, accumulated through ' 
years of honest toil, the humble inher- | 
itance of women and children, policies 
of life insurance maintained with diffl- 
i 


culty through years to protect their 
families in case of death of l& wage j 
earner, swept away to the extent of at 
least one-half in valuo and productive- 
ness—this is the result and these are 
the consequences to which "free silver" | 
would lead as surely as the sale of a i 
gold dollar at 58 cents would lead to a 
loss of 47 cents.

calamity which would overtake this 
country upon the adoption of the freet | 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1. It would 
have a, similar effect on the value of all

property producing a fixed rate of in- 
terest not payable in gold and embrace I 
in its devouring jawa policies of life, , 
fire and marine insurance, mortgages 
and tho interest payable 011 them, rents 
during existing leases, all stocks which 
could not increase dividends by higher 
rates of interest or higher rates of trans- 
portation. 


All securities payable, principal and 


interest, in gold, including railroad, 
real estate and other mortgages, if the 
stipulated payments can be maintained, 
would be exempt from the deprecia- 
tion. But who i<? sanguine enough to be- 
lieve that the profit earning capacity of 
the corporations or individuals who 
have given such promises could be in- 
crea«ed enough to enable them to pay 
even 60 per cent premium on goldf 


Let us take railway companies to il- 


lustrate the point. 


An estimate of $250,000,000 interest, 


payable mutually in gold, cannot be 
considered excessive. 


At a premium of 50 per cent on gold, 


this annual burden would be increased 
to $375,000,000. 


If this groat additional burden placed 


upon railway companies is not au alarm- 
ing threat against nearly 1,000,000 of 
cmployroa, and involving the mainte- 
nance of from H,000,000 to 4,000,000 
people, if we include families dependent 
upon these employees, we fail to coin- i 
preheud what seems to be a very simple 
( 


proposition. 
| 


Perhaps the most deluded of the ad- 


vocates of free silver are tho farmers of 
the grent west and, the cotton planters j 
of the south. The theory in each case, j 
as nearly as we o&n understand it, is 
that uu advance in tho market value of 
their products would follow the adop- 
tion of the treo and unlimited coinago 
of silver, as proposed—that is, we are 
led to suppose that the silver prico 
•would correspond with tho premium on 
gold. Thus, if gold sold at a premium 
of 50 per cent, the price of a bushel of 
wheat in silver would be 75 centa in- 
stend of 50 cents in gold, and a pound 
of cotton valued in silver would ndvacoo 
fiom 7 cents per pound to 10% cents, 
or from 8 wilts to 12 cents, and so on. 
But, if suuh uu advance takes place, it i 
should bo followed by a corresponding 
advance in the cost of everything the 
farmer or tho planter bays, and in the i 
cost of labor, in which case the pur- j 
chasing puwr oE 75 cents per bushel in j 
silver for \vlicnt or the I0i^ cents per I 
pound lor cotton is no greater in silver , 
tlian tho former price in gold. Where, ] 
then, is the advantage? 


Ah, but labor will not advance! We 


shall cay no more for farmhands or for 
laborers on the plantations than before 
is tho reply, and this ia true so far as 
the farmer or tho planter can control 
tho situation. We are, therefore, led to 
tbe conclusion that the farmers either 
expect to rai'ke a profit out of underpaid 
labor or that they are greatly deoeivrcl 
in supposing they can got better results 
from 75 ceiita in depreciated silver than 
from 50 ccuts in gold, although tho 
purchasing power may be tho same. It j 
is not to be supposed that tli9 farmer j 
means to make his profit at the expense 
of tho farm laborer, but this is precise- 
ly the way he must calculate his profit 
if lio expects to get an advantage by 
selling wheat on n silver valuation. 
This will not be palatable to tho farm- 
hand, bt)t he will not for somo time, 
perhaps, discover that he is a victim to 
tha free silver cause, for which, possi- 
bly, he will vote. 


But, admitting that tho farmer is 


right in supposing that wages will not 
advance in the ratio of the rise in gold, 
there can bo no greater delusion than 
the expectation of the farmer or pro- 
ducer that wheat can ba maintained • in 
i(a market value when all other intiir- 
ests are suffering. The widespread loss 
and trouble to which we have already 
•referred will force economies in every 
direction, and the additional cost of 
living will be offset by diminished con- 
sumption. If wheat advances 60 or 100 
per cent, while the consumers at houie 
find their wages stationary and employ- 
ment everywhere less active, they will 
certainly consume less wheat, and the 


homt, demand, which is by far 
the 


most important for the producer, will 
bo largely diminished. The lack of 
home demand will in turn affect tbe 
foreign market, and the result will be a 
decline in the price of wheat as a con- 
sequence of an oversupply unless neu- 
tralized* by short crops in other parts of 
the world. 


No prosperity can be permanent 'or 


substantial which is based upon advan- 
tages reaped by one claee at tbe expense 
of another. This project, which is in- 
disputably a scheme to bring the United 
States to the single silver standard, is per- 
meated with this pernicious and selfish 
principle. It is paraded in the disguise 
of bimetallism, which it contradicts and 
defeats at the outset. It is condemned 
by every bimetalliat of any distinction 
in Europe and is therefore a sham in 
every respect, except as a plan for bring- 
ing us to the silver basis.—O. D. Ash- 
ley, President of Wabash Railway. 


CHINA'S EXPERIENCE. 


When Yon Go Shopping There, a Serruit 


Carrie* Your Money. 


When you go out shopping in that 


country, you must have with you 20 or 
25 pounds of silver and 5 or 6 pounds 
of copper cash. These are usually car- 
ried by your manservant, who, in many 
instances, gives bonds before he is in- 
trusted with anything of value by an 
employer. In every large store the bulk 
of the silver renders a safe of no use 
and necessitates the Getting aside of a 
great silver room, with scales and spe- 
cial clerks and guards. 


Banks in the far east and great mer- 


cantile houses have storerooms or silver 
rooms frequently 30 by SO feet in size 
and a force of clerks and guards of from 
10 to 30 to take charge of the treasure. 
The wear and tear of silver is hardly 
noticeable in our own country, but out 
there in the far east, where it is the «ole 
currency, it is a very important item. 
The sulphur which is contained in or- 
dinary illuminating gas, or even, from 
kerosene lumps, in wood burning and 
coal, attacks the white metal, and forms 
a thin coating of the black sulphnret, 
which rubs oil or is knocked off by the 
shaking of the coin. 
The continual 


handling and rubbing of coin against 
coin weara the metal away, while tba 
"chopping" or testing invariably re- 
moves small fragments of the metal. A 
dollar piece in active circulation loses 
•weight at the rate of a cent a year, and 
after the first year, if not in the begin- 
ning, is weighed and treated as mere 
bullion. 


In moving coin from the banking 


centers to the agricultural, districts, 
which occurs in the far east the same as 
it does in our own country, the freight 
and insurance are very heavy and have 
to be paid, of course, by the people who 
want the money—that is, the poor 
farmer who is Belling his crop. He pays 
a commission, which frequently runs as 
high as 10 per cent and sometimes 
reaches 30 per cent. The smaller his 
crop and the greater his distance from 
the money centers the larger the amount 
he pays. In our own country the money 
centers are no more numerous than in 
China, and yet it seldom costs more 
than a quarter of 1 per cent to transfer 
$1,000,000 from New York to Kansas 
or the Dakotas. If it were silver to be 
transported, it would require „ 63,600 
pounds of the metal for every $1,000,- 
000 worth of Bilver, or 81 tons. This 
•would take six five ton freight oars, and 
at ordinary freight rates would cost a 
handsome fortune, not to speak of the 
wages of guards to protect the silver on 
its journey. 


The best currency is that which gives 


tho least trouble and costs the least to 
uss. An exclusive silver currency is the 
most troublesome, the moat wasteful 
and the costliest currency there is upon 
the faco of the globe.—Intervinw With 
Dr. Edward Bedloe, Late of Amoy, 
China, in Philadelphia Ledger.

The magnitude of the big Republican 


rally arranged for Wednesday evening 
was considerably diminished by tho ex- 
treme inclemency of the weather, but 
notwithstanding all adverse conditions 
he affair was a big success. 
The parade i 


was necessarily abandoned, but all along ' 
Fork street between the residence of W. 
B. Plankett and the opera house, there 
was a blaze ol'llre. Old tor barrels burned 
with a smoky blaze and men and boys 
along the line Held in their ImndB long 
tabes of red and gresn powder which gave 
a brilliant hue to the surroundings. Be. 
tween the hours of 7 and S 30, when the 
exercise" were going on, this display was 
kept up. 


At the opera house, the exercises began 


at 7.35 o'clock, and at that hour the hall 
and gallery were crowded to the doors. 
Fully 1000 people were present, the larg- 
est portion of them voters. Many prom- 
inent citizens were seated on the platform 
when the hour came and these gentlemen 
walked out and took seats' in the Iront 
ow: Judge N. H. Bizby, county commis- 
ionion J. K. Anthony, William B. Flnn- 
kett, register Fred B. Shaw, Dr. H. M. 
Holmes, James C. Chalmers and Julius C. 
Anthony, candidate for representative, 
The stage was decorated 
with flags 


streamers of the national colors, and 
pictures of the Republican candidates for 
president and vice-president. 


James 0. Chalmers was chairman and 


he explained that it had been considered 
advisable on account of the condition of 
the weather, to abandon the parade, and 
as the time Senator Lodge had in which 
to speak was so short, u na< deemed bet' 
ter to have no music. lie then introduced 
the senator as a man "as well qualified to 
discuss the great questions of the cam- 
paign as any man in the broad land." 


Mr. Lodge spoke for thirty-live minutes 


011 various issues of the campaign, but 
dwelt principally on the monetary ques- 
tion. He said the Democratic party had 
made a failure of the tariff reform issue, 
by which it gained power t'oiT years ago, 
and now, although it was stripped of its 
leaders, it sought power again on another 
issue, the opening ot the mints to the tree 
coinage of silver. 
He spoke of the 


promises made here four years ago by 
Thomas G. Shearman, the New York 
lawyer, who is a stockholder in the Berk- 
shire cotton company. The speaker ex* 
plaiuod the meaning of tree coinage and 
ol the ratio, sixteen to one. This, he said, 
was not the rutjio oi our fathers. It was 
formerly fifteen to one and was changed 
in 1881 to sixteen to one because 
silver had cheapened and was driving 
gold 
out of 
the 
country. 
1 le 


coinage ratio must correspond v-ith the 
commercial ratio, and if it does not both 
metals cannot ^circulate. 
The proper 


ratio today u thirty-one to one. Hundreds 
of men are hoarding gold today in large 
and 
Email quantities, thinking 
the 


country will go to a silver standard and 
they can sell it at a premium. There is 
not a silver country in the world with 
gold in circulation, but silver circulates 
in gold countries. Free coinage means 
going to a single silver standard. 


Senator Lodge showed twd Mexican 


doiltiis, each of which contains more 
silver than the American dollar, and 
stated that he had paid fifty-five cents 
apiece for them in State street. A French 
five-franc piece containing less silver 
than an our dollar be had 
paid 


ninety-five cents for. He 
explained 


that the United States and France 
back their coins in gold, whereas Mexico 
does not. If we go to free coinage one 
dollar will pass for its bullion value only- 
He exhibited a silver disk as a dollar 
showing the size of one hundred cents 
worth of sliver as it was quoted two weeks 
ago, but now worth only ninety-five cents. 
The speaker touched on the diSercnce it 
would make to people sending money 
abroad. They would have to send double 
amount. 


Tho wage scale, he said, is higher than 


it was in '73. The way to give employ- 
ment to the bundicds oi idle men and 
open the hundreds of closed mills is to 
give confidence back to business. 


In speaking of the Berkshire mills Mr. 


Lodge said: "I went today through tho 
new mill here, capable, I am told, of em- 
ploying 1,800 or 2,000 persons. I make 
the prediction that if the free silver idea 
is adopted it won't employ 1,800 or 2,000, 
but it will employ none. I admire the 
courage of the men who built it, boliev. 
ing, on account of the last three years, in 
the sure return of Bepublioan dootiines, 
but a new issue has been brought up." 


He showed the inconsistency of the 


Chicago platform, which intended 10 
make better times by lowering prices by 
meant) of free trade, and to do the same 
thing by raising prices by means of free 
silver. The savings banks, the. life insur- 
ance companies and the men who work 
for a salary or wages are ithe great 
creditors. Employers are not in favor of 
free silver because they would have to go 
through a grea\ panic. Possibly in twenty 
years it might benefit them, but they do 
not want to suffer now for the bent.-H of 
someone else. Senator Lodge considered 
the idea that the East desires to ruin the 
West preposterous. AH are equal and 
when that condition changes we shall 
have a great social upoeav.vl. The Repub- 
lican party makes nb appeal to any class. 
It is for all. It considers that the pros- 
perity of one is the prosperity of all, a rid 


that in no other way can the country go 
on prosperously. 


In closing Mr. Lodge saU the impor- 


tant questions to ba decided are 
the 


restoration of confidence and the uphold- 
ing of the courts. No more important 
question ever came before the people. 
The audience was held steadily by the 
speaker and he was interrupted by fre- 
quent applause.

District of Columbia, over the question 
of jurisdiction.

Mrs. Slack, who were residents of the 
District of Columbia, separated. Mr.j 
Slack died while visiting- hto ilstor and 
brotherrin-4»w, Mr. and Mr*. Perrine, 
in New Jeraey. By his will, probated 
in the district, be eunflded the custody 
of his children, two little girls, to hie 
sister, Mrs. Perrine. Mrs. Slack Insti- 
tuted proceedings in the New Jersey 
courts to obtain DOMeoeion of her 
daughters and a judgment in her favor 
was rendered by Vice-chancellor Bird, 
whose decision was afterwards set 
aside by the chancellor, on the ground 
that the court had no jurisdiction. Af- 
terwards, Mra. Slaok renewd her ef- 
forts, this time in the District of 
Columbia, to get possession of the chil- 
dren, two apttous being instituted

Havana, Oct. 15,—Official reports re- 


ceived here state that the Fizarro 
regiment surprised a party of rebels 
under Juan Delgado at Coca, near Be- 
jucal, in the Havana province, and by 
a brilliant bayonet charge routed the 
insurgents 
completely, 
compelling 


them to retire in suoh haste that they 
were unable to carry off their dead. 
The bodies: of twenty-two dead rebels 
were left on the field and many of their 
mea were wounded. The Spaniards 
captured a quantity of medicines and 
other itores which the insurgents were 


! forced to leave behind them. The loss 
i of the government troops was one cap- 
tain and eight privates wounded. Fur- 


( ther details of the fight between 
Gen. Castellanos' command and the 
rebels are to the effect tha,t after the 
Desmayo engagement Gen. Castellanos' 
force started on the march to San 
Miguel. The troops were engaged in 
several skirmishes with the rebels dur- 
ing the march, but no battle of im- 
portance was fought. On the 9th the 
Spaniards marched into 
El Baga, 


where Gen. Castellanos ordered a num- 
ber of barges which were lying at that 
place to transport the troops to Mue- 
vitas. The soldiers 
embarked upon 


the barges, whioh were then taken in 
tow by the gunboat Golondrlaa, ar- 
riving in Nuevitas the same day. The 
sick and wounded Spaniards were 
placed in the hospitals and the troops 
rested until the llth, when tt:y took 
trains for Minos. 


Another Fierce Battle. 


Madrid, Oct. 15.—A special dispatch 


to the Impartial froc* Havana says 
another engagement has been fought 
between the insurgents and Spanish 
troops at Caseorro, Camaguey, which 
place was recently besieged for thirteen 
days by the rebels. In this battle the 
force of Gen. Castellanos, the Spanish 
leader, was eompelled.to retreat. The 
loss of the rebels is estimated at 200.
